The thrifty gardener en­ 
riches his so il with the dressiug given 
him by the impro vident neighbo r. 
The Celt fattens a co w o r pig with the 
slo ps wasted at o ther back do o rs; and 
many a ch iffo n ier in the city fishes o ut 
a snug little fo rtune fro m waste bar­ 
rels and gutters. 
There is scarcely any ­ 
thing in a ho use that canno t be turned 
to acco unt, so o ner o r later, no matter 
ho w valueless it may appear at the mo ­ 
ment 
Often, the want o f a thing is 
mo re than its wo rth. 
In nature’s labo rato ry there is no 
waste. 
In the numberless transfo rma­ 
tio ns and co mbinatio ns o f thing, no th­ 
ing is lo st, o r co nsidered valueless. 
When man imitates nature in this re­ 
spect, he invaribly increases his sub­ 
stance. 
Co rpo ratio ns and co mpanies 
amass fo rtunes thro ugh the applicatio n 
o f genius and inventive talent to what 
is lo o ked upo n as refuse. 
Sawdust, 
which was o nce cast into streams, blo ck­ 
ing up their channel, is no w extensively 
used in manufacturing o xalic and fo rmio 
acids, paper, gun-co tto n, vo latile o ils, 
and blasting po wder. 
It has also been pro ved serviceable 
fo r curing hams, po lishing jewelry , 
cleaning furs, and fo r the preservatio n 
o f ice, fo r summer co nsumptio n, there 
is no thing better. 
Ivo ry dust, iro n 
filings, co al dust, sea 'weeds, and bo nes, 
are no w turned to go o d uses. 
The 
dead bo dy o f a ho rse, which o wners 
were fo rmerly in haste to put o ut o f 
sight, is no w used fo r vario us pur­ 
po ses. 
The mane and tail are used 
fo r hair clo th, sieves, bo w strings, and 
brushes. 
The hide is co nverted into 
leather fo r cart harness, fo r bo o ts and 
sho es, fo r stro ng co llars, and base-balls. 
The ho o fs are used fo r co mbs, ho rn- 
wo rk, glue, and hartsho rn. 
Oils and 
fats are rendered fro m the flesh. 
The 
sto mach and intestines make serviceable 
strings fo r musical instruments. 
Butto ns, to y s, knife-handles, do mi­ 
no es, and rulers are made o f the bo nes, 
and the re3iduo is then burned into 
bo ne-black, 
fo r 
refining 
purpo ses. 
So me parts o f the bo ne-black 
are 
burned white, fo r the assay ers to uso 
in testing go ld. 
Other po rtio ns o f 
bo ne-black are co nverted into pho s­ 
phates, which pro ve an 
invaluable 
remedy in wasting 
pulmo nary dis­ 
eases. 
Befo re the disco very o f cellulo id, tho 
teeth were used in lieu o f ivo ry . 
Ingenuity and eco no my o f this char­ 
acter have but to bo practiced in o ur 
ho useho ld affairs, in o rder to o btain o r 
insure a co mpetence, ho wever, large o r 
limited o ur inco mes.— La d ies’ Ho me

L ans ing 
, Mich., May lh.—The Michigan 
supreme court y esterday handed down an 
opinion declaring unconstitutional the local 
option law passed by the last legislature. The 
court, consisting of fiv e judges, was unani­ 
mous in the declaration. 
The test case de­ 
cided upon was one brought from J ackson 
county . 
Charles Hauck, a saloonkeeper, was 
arrested and conv icted of keeping his place 
open on the day of the local option election 
in that county . 
The court finds half a dozen 
defects in the act, the fatal one being that the 
law is defectiv e in its title, being entitled 
an act to “ regulate,” when in reality it in­ 
tended to prohibit. 
J ustice Chainplin wrote 
the opinion, and in it he say 's: “ Act 4, sec­ 
tion 20, of the constitution of this state, pro­ 
v ides that no law shall embrace more than 
one subject, which shall be ex pressed in its 
title.” After stating fully the accepted inter­ 
pretation of this prov ision the court proceeds 
to an ex amination of the statute: “ It is appar­ 
ent that the object is to prohibit the manu­ 
facture and sale of liquors and intox icating 
bev erages. 
There is no attempt by the legis­ 
lature to disguise this object. 
It is clearly to 
prohibit the sale and manufacture. 
But 
there is certainly nothing in the title of the 
act to indicate that the object of the law was 
to giv e the option to the electors of any 
county to prohibit the manufacture and sale 
of liquors.

Suit was brought 
by one of the clainiants of the second- 
class for his pro rata of the sum of 
$239,108 deductod from the amount of 
the award by the Treasury Department 
to pay the expenses of the tribunal. 
The Court of Claims decided tho Treas­ 
ury Department in error in deducting 
this amount. 
The Attorney General 
claimed that tho Court of Claims had 
no jurisdiction in tho case, but the Su­ 
preme Court decides that its judgment 
was correct. 
This will giv e holders of 
second-class Alabama claims a small 
percentage in addition to what they 
hav e already been paid. 


J u d g e Za.ne, in the Third District 
Court of I'tall, has rendered a decision 
of great importance to tin* sheep and 
cattle men of the West. 
The Promon­ 
tory Cattle Company a few years ago 
purchased a large tract of railroad land 
in Boxekb r, County, I tali Territory. 
The railway lands are the ev en-num­ 
bered sections, the alternate sections 
still belonging to tho public domain. 
Through this purchase they became 
the owners of railroad lands or tracts 
of country stietching forty miles north 
and south and thirty-six miles east and 
west. 
The Gov ernment lands which 
are included in this area foot up more 
than 350,000 acres. John S. Houtz and 
a score of other defendants wdio own 
large ilocks cf sheep claimed that they 
had a right to the use of the public 
lands for grazing purposes and also to 
pass ov er the compauy's laud to get 
there. 
The sheep nipped 
the herbage 
o n the company ’s land in crossing, and 


as the company could not fence except 
in single sections, for that would inclose 
the Gov ernment lands, an application 
was made to the court asking that the 
sheepmen be kept off the tract alto­ 
gether. Judge Zane refused to grant 
the injunction. 
He said if the injunc­ 
tion was issued it would secure to the 
plaintiff the right not only to its own 
land but also the exclusiv e right to the 
use of the Gov ernment lands. It would 
further impart a great hardship on all 
persons driv ing this class of stock from 
one section to another in compelling 
them to go around a tract thirty-six by 
forty miles.

[E nglish M echanic.] 
An army of locusts is a wonderful 
and an interesting sight to the trav eler 
who does not own a yard of soil, and is 
a mere onlooker at their frightful de­ 
v astation. It is Attila and his innumer­ 
able horses rushing ov er the v egetable 
world. 
To-day tho wide plains aro 
shining green with dense foliage; to­ 
morrow nothing but brown twigs and 
bare branches, when the legions mov e 
off* on their combined mission. As they 
arriv e, the dense, dark clouds mov ing 
up from the horizon, and often obscur­ 
ing tho sun’s rays, proclaim tho ap­ 
proach of the widely dreaded scourge. 
The alarmed v illagers congregate on 
tho expected line of march, beating 
drums and brass pots, shouting and 
lighting bonfires and making all kinds 
of hideous noises. 
On one occasion, in 
South Africa, I drov e oil the enemy 
from a friend’s garden by making four 
heaps of damp rubbish—one at each 
corner—in 
preparation, 
and 
then, 
lighting them at the proper moment, 
we dispersed the adv ance guard, our 
columns of thick smoke being carried 
by tho wind upon tho main body, which 
altered its route. 
Horses and oxen, 
their heads and nostrils tormented by 
the clinging limbs of the swarms, were 
bolting away to the woods, kicking and 
plunging in their hasty flight. 
A hiss­ 
ing, crackling sound arose on all sides, 
the whole air seemed to be occupied by 
the falling and flying imps of mischief. 
The “locust bird” (a kind of crane) 
hov ered in small parties on their flanks, 
and subsisted on a v ery small percen­ 
tage of the insect hosts. 
In desert lo­ 
calities tho hungry 
pests 
actually 
pitched on bones, matting, sticks, etc., 
and failing in a meal attacked and de­ 
v oured each other. 
On another occa­ 
sion I drov e for miles along a sandy 
tract, the wheels of the v ehicle crush­ 
ing myriads of the newly hatched in­ 
sects, all crawling and creeping, with 
migratory instinct, toward the culti­ 
v ated tracts. 
In India, locust v isits 
are fewer between, but far more for­ 
midable, owing to the ov erwhelming 
masses. 
Sometimes a series of clouds, 
composed of their flights, cov er sev eral 
miles 
simultaneously. 
Fortunately, 
there are sev eral birds and beasts in 
quest of their bodies, and I hav e ev en 
seen them salted, dried, and sold in 
the markets. 
I hav e often inspected 
a dish of curried locust, but could not 
bring a sufficient amount of curiosity 
no bear on the tasting experiment, 
though a prawny odor went up with the 
steam. 
The fishes are great dev ourers 
of these winged v isitors, for they fall 
into lakes and riv ers during changes of 
wind and weather. 
Besides fires mado 
of green rubbish at top, I found gun­ 
powder 
explosions 
v ery 
useful in 
scaring them away from the v icinity of 
my garden. 
When sev eral successful 
hordes alighted on my grass land I 
loaded my gun w ith dust shot, and, 
stooping low on the ground, discharged 
the contents of both barrels into their 
midst. 
Hav ing done so sev eral times, 
I enjoyed the welcome sight of seeing 
them rising into the air and going else­ 
where. 
I hav e no doubt a small can­ 
non on such occasions, heav ily loaded 
with sharp sand, would hasten their 
flight.

New York Detectiv es. 
Detectiv es are being used more and 
more ev ery day, says a New Y’ork letter 
writer. 
Not only ure they employed 
regularly in halls, restaurants, in banks 
and in big offices, but they aro also en­ 
gaged by clubs, theaters, stores, and 
for priv ate houses. 
For years, night 
and day, a detectiv e lias paced up and 
down in front of Stewart’s marble pal­ 
ace on Fifth Av enue, and at least a 
dozen other priv ate families employ 
them. 
One man is on guard during the 
day and another at night. 
At all big 
dinners, raceptions, and balls detectiv es 
are engaged to keep an eye on v isitors, 
and wedding presents are nev er exhib­ 
ited now except in tho presence of a 
detectiv e. 
These men aro furnished by 
priv ate detectiv e agencies, or by the 
police department. 
They appear in 
full ev ening dress and mingle freely 
w ith the guests. 
They are paid liber­ 
ally for their serv ices. 
Ladies that wear expensiv e jewelry, 
like Mrs. 
Hicks-Lord, Mrs. Coleman 
Drayton, Mrs. Louise Hammersley, the 
Vanderbilts, and others employ priv ate 
detectiv es to accompany them to and 
from places of amusement, dinners,and 
receptions, and also to watch them 
while they are in public. 
A few New York men also employ 
detectiv es to guard them during busi­ 
ness hours, but these are usually the 
same detectiv es engaged by th** 
force 
to keep an ev e on suspicious-looking 
characters during office hours. 
It has 
been said that Jay Gould is constantly 
shadowed by a detectiv e, but this is not 
true. 
Mr. Gould is not a v ery big man, 
but bo is game and a good runner. 
Joseph Chamberlain, M. P., the fish­ 
eries commissioner, was guarded by a 
detectiv e from the moment he left Lon­ 
don. 
This 
man’s duty was to keep 
Chamberlain constantly in v iew, and if 
any suspieious character approached 
him, to diplomatically interv ene and 
separate the two. 
He was paid $15 
per day and expenses. 
It would hav e 
been impossible fur any one to hav e 
harmed Chamberlain. The Englishman 
was not out of the detectiv e’s sight one 
moment while appearing in public, and 
when ho retired to rest the detectiv e 
slept with one eye open in an adjoining 
room. 


A Case of Too Much Gov ernment. 
Very rosy pictures hav e from time to 
time been drawn of the town of Pull­ 
man, Ills., and it lias has been regarded 
by many as a sort of industrial para­ 
dise, where the workman who was so 
fortunate 
as to secure employment 
would at the same time secure for 
himself all things necessary for his 
complete happiness. 
Some years ago we expressed doubt 
as to the realization of the expecta­ 
tions regarding it, and the opinions ex­ 
pressed at that time are now confirmed 
by the fact, as reported in the papers 
that the “people liv ing there are niak 
ing an effort to hav e the place made a 
part of Chicago; “the monarchical na­ 
ture of ev erything in Pullman” being 
giv on as the reason. 
The fact is that men and women are 
not mere machines, but hav e v arying 
tastes and ambitions, which they must 
be allowed to seek the gratification of 
in their own way, the same as other 
people. 
It would seem at tho first glance as 
though people should be happy in such 
a town as Mr. Pullman has prov ided 
for his employes and their families, but 
the fact is that no community where 
the expression of indiv idual taste is re­ 
pressed or prev ented can ev er be suc­ 
cessful while human nature is as it is, and 
the fact needs to be recalled occasion­ 
ally, that the human nature of work­ 
men is v ery much the same human na­ 
ture as is found in other people, and 
that they will nev er be satisfied to hav e 
their employers decide just what their 
manner of life shall be. 
When a man has honestly earned a 
giv en amount of money, that amount 
should be paid to him iu money, with­ 
out any restriction as to how it should 
be spent, other than what the laws pro­ 
v ide 
to secure the equal rights of 
others. 
We do not in the least mean to re­ 
flect upon the good intentions of tho 
founder of Pullman, and hav e no 
doubt but that his rule there, which is 
considered to be so “monarchiul, ” is 
honestly considered by him to be cal­ 
culated to promote the happiness and 
well-being of tho people, but nev er­ 
theless such a social condition as is 
there presented is at v ariance with hu­ 
man nature as it is at present consti­ 
tuted.—Am erica n M a ch in ist.

Patch came, dressed as 
before, and apparently under the in­ 
fluence of liquor. 
As ho ascended the 
scaffold Weed left, but I remained. 
Ho made a ridiculous speech, and then 
jumped. 
As ho went down, his arms 
were all in a whirl, and lie struck the 
water with a stunning splash.

crowd waited for hours. 
He. did not 
rise. 
The next spring the mangled re­ 
mains of the poor wretch were found at 
the foot of the falls at Carthage, 
four 
miles below Kochester.

I’ll go into the v illage 
park and tangle the maple treos ‘lik e

The Royal Dead of S p ain . 
All the dead k ings of Spain are 
gathered beneath one roof. 
Whatev er 
rev olu tions 
may 
hav e shak en 
the 
throne, it nev er occu rred to the wild­ 
est fanatic to distu rb the roy al dead. 
For one thing they lay far away from 
the eapital. 
The palace of the Es- 
cu rial stands in the heart of a large and 
dreary plain. 
In the heart of the 
monster palace rises tho dome of a 
spaciou s chu rch, 
and 
beneath the 
center of this again, deep down in the 
bowels of the earth, we find the gloomy 
death-chamber dev ised by Philip of 
Spain. 
Philip II., bigot and ascetic, 
for months lay dy ing of a loathsome 
disease in a den not mu ch larger than a 
railway carriage. 
No light cou ld enter, 
sav e from a small opening into the 
chu rch, whence, from bis bed, he cou ld 
look u pon the altar and the golden 
monu ment 
of 
his father k neeling 
with all hie wiv es and children, a 
cu riou s life-size grou p, In a recess lik e 
the roy al box at a theater on its 
fu rther*side. 
Here, in semi-dark ness, 
lay the King, meditating on death 
and (while mortify ing his body with os­ 
tentatiou s hu mility ) framing those ex ­ 
clu siv e regu lations which were to be 
observ ed with regard to the roy al 
sepu lcher. 
None other than the actu al 
monarchs of Spain were to hav e place 
within those walls. 
No qu een consort, 
howev er belov ed, might lie there be­ 
side her lord (u nless, 
indeed, she 
shou ld hav e been so highly fav ored aa 
to hav e giv en birth to a k ing). All 
other qu eens, prinees, and roy alties 
whatsoev er were laid in the “pu drid- 
ero" (literally , decay ing place). 
A 
long, dark , precipitou s stairway leads 
down to the v au lt of k ings. 
The flash 
of ou r descending torches showed that 
the walls were of costly marble, bu t no 
ray of wholesome day light ev er cou ld 
reach that gru esome place. 
No lamp 
was there to lighten bu t a little the 
sense of deathlik e gloom. 
Each wall 
of the octagonal chamber was deeply 
recessed, and fitted lik e a book case, 
ex cept that the shelv es were fu rther 
apart, and also of marble. 
Each shelf 
su pported a heav y sarcophagu s of the 
florid tea caddy order—all black au d 
all ex actly alik e, ex cept as regards the 
pompou s incriptions, 
which, in tho 
dark ness were difficu lt *o decipher. 
Thu s on all sides from the floor to tho 
roof the v au lt was lined with k ings. 
Bu t few of the sarcophagi remained 
u noccu pied, and when these are fllled, 
say s a Spanish tradition, the monarchy 
will come to an end. 
Ferdinand and 
Isabella, the fou nders of that mon­ 
archy , liebu riod in fair Granada, and 
fitly so, since the conqu est of that city 
(the 
last 
stronghold 
of the 
de­ 
tested Moor) had been for 
many 
and 
many 
a 
y ear 
the 
chief 
aim 
and 
object 
of 
their 
liv es. 
Their monu ments are among the most 
beau tifu l we ev er remembered to hav a 
seen. 
Raised somewhat aloft, each on 
a cou ch of fair white marble adorned 
with ex qu isite scu lptu re, they lie side 
by side, two noble recu mbent flgnres. 
In a small v au lt made easily accessible 
by a few deoending steps, their bodies 
repose beneath in coffins of plain grey 
stone, as simple as their monu ments 
are su perb. 
No pompou s inscription 
here; no, not so mnch as a name. 
A 
tiny / on the one coffin, scratched, 
rather than engrav ed, on the stone, 
and a tiny y (for Ysabel) on the other; 
these alone serv e to mark the distinc­ 
tion between the illu striou s pair. 


IJp Cou rtesy. 
Nothing is more gratu itou s than the 
good cou nsel that is often giv en to a 
trav eler as to his behav ior abroad. 
If 
he be a trav eler of ex perience, he 
k nows all abou t it ex perimentally . 
If 
not, he cannst help being foolish, fifty 
times in the day , in his attempt to aot 
u pon su ch cou nsel. 
Parole dou ce, e t m ain an bonnet, 
Ne cou rt« rlen , et bon e» t. 
(Gentle words, hat in hand, cost noth­ 
ing, and are acceptable.) The aay ing 
comes from Henry IV. of France, the 
merry Henry of Nav arra 
This King 
was a terrible libertine and not wise as 
a sov ereign, y et his su bjects adored 
him, and, lik e other libertines, he was 
the pink of cou rtesy . 
This fair say ing of Henry of Nav ­ 
arre’s may be matched by the Spanish 
prov erb, Co r tesla d e b o ca va le, 
yp o co 
cu exta —lip cou rtesy is worth mu ch 
and costs little. 
No one who has not 
been throu gh Iberian lands and mix ed 
with high and low in them can hav e an 
idea of the importance of this brief 
max im. 
The Spaniards are a graciou s 
people; we cannot compare with them 
in the matter of civ ility , or it qu ick ly 
dev elops into hatred of tho most bitter 
k ind, which we all k now as the ou t­ 
come of a mark of contempt. 
Of 
cou rse, where this civ ility goes be­ 
y ond a certain point, it mu st be tak en 
at a reasonable v alu ation only . 
No 
one, for ex ample, 
will constru e a 
Spaniard to the letter when he say s, 
with a bow, “My hou se is at y ou r dis­ 
position.” 
These are mere conv en­ 
tional cou rtesies which signify that the 
u tterer of them has a regard for y ou , 
and will gladly giv e y on a glass of wine, 
a cu p of cofleo, and a cigarette, if y ou 
will call some afternoon, and find him 
with nothing better on his hands, How­ 
ev er, it is well not to bee ready to re­ 
ciprocate National cou rtesies in k ind. 
The y ou ng Englishman who thou ght 
to ou tdo Spain by offering his watch 
and chain,* su iting the action to the 
word, to tho » Spaniard who admired it, 
had no ju st griev ance when the other 
took h with a bow and u “mu chas 
gracias”— many thank s.
